The new 
House resolution to be substituted attributes the initiative TO 
him. But there is as yet no evidence whatever that the Presi- 
dent has any real desire for disarmament. There is still less', 
evidence that he resents the way the Senate has defied the j 
sentiment of the country by deliberately adding no less than one \ 
hundred millions to the bill as it came from the House. 


He must, however, be aware of the scandalous log-rolling 


features that accompanied it. The Philadelphia Public Ledger j
